OgsERVATIONS.—Reports from the Managers of ull State Railways in this 
Province on the transactions of the fine fund for the year 1881-8% have been 
received. The results show a total of Rs, 2,811 at the credit of the fund on 
the 8lst March. 1882, or Rs. 4,240 Jess than on the corresponding date of ttre 
previous year. , 

2. On the Northern Bengal Slate Railway the fund opened with a credit 
balance of Rs. 4.148, which was increased by Rs. 1,601, of which*s. 1,407 
were for fines realized, and Ks. 194 0n account of interest on tle assets of the 
fund deposited in the Provident Institution during the previous year, making a 
total of Rs. 5,749. From this amount Rs. 7-8 were sulsequently remitted, and 
Rs. 4,445 were expended for the benefit of the employés and their fathilies. 

3. On the Virhoot State Railway the amount at credit of the fund at 
the commencement of the year was Rs. 1,235, to which were added Ks. 348 
fines-realizod, and Ks. 25 on account of interest of assets, bringing up the 
total assets to Ks. 1,611. Of the fines inflicted Rs. 7-6 were subsequently 
remitted, and Rs. 1,631 spent for the benefit of the servants of the Railway. i 

4 Onthe Patna and Gya State Railway the fines realized during the 
year were Rs 200, and the interest allowed amounted to Rs. 15, which brought 
the assets of the fine fund to Rs. 766. The disbursements were Ite, 264, of 
which Ks. 4 were on account of fines realized, leaving a balance of Rs. 612 at 
ihe credit of the fund on the 81st March 1882. 

5. The fund on the Calcutta and South-Eastern Stale Railway opened 
with a credit of Ks 555, which was supplemented during the year by Rs. 65; 
The disburs:ments were Rs. 819, leaving a balance of Rs. 301 on the 31st 
March 1832. : . 

6. On the Nalhati Stale Railway the fund opened with a credit of 
Rs. 658, which was supplemented during the year by, Rs. 49, of which Rs. 83 
were by fines realized, and Rs. 16 by interest from tne Provident Institation. 
he disbursements amount d to Ks, 292, leaving a balance of Rs. 316 at the 
eredit of the fund at the end of the year under review. 

Resouviion.-—It is satisfactory to observe that the amounts realized from: 
fines ara gradually deer:asing, the receipts during the year 1881-82 being less 
on all lines than during the previous yeur. Of the total disbursements, 
grants have bevn made to different schools of the Railway Department and for 
the supply of books, and Rs, 8,000 were, under the orders of this Government, 
given as a donation fg the European Hogpital now under construction at 
Darjeeling. It is intended further to utilize the assets of the fund in sending 
up sick members to the hospital.

OxnsERVATIONS.—In 1880 and 1881 the Government of India, Public Works 
Department, invited the attention of the soveral Railway authorities to the 
importance of employing natives as engine-drivers and shunters to‘a greater 
extent than had previously been done. From the reports which have beea 
received, it appears that the following progress has been made on the Railways 
under the orders of the Government of Bengal. 


Northern Bengal State Railway.—Comparing the years 1880 to 1882, the 
following are the numbers of native drivers, shunters, and assistant shunters 
employed— 


1880. 1881. 1882. 
Drivers see sis ve aa 3 5

Assistant shunters ... ‘3 ei 4 7 ] 


Thus the number of men so employed has increased from 7 in 1880 to 13 in 
1882, the rates paid being, for shunters Rs. 17 to Rs. 22, for drivers Rs, 22 to 
Rs. 38. Natives are engaged as firemen, and inducements are held out to tiem 
to attend the night-school, and when they have had suflicient experience in 
firing, they are promoted to assistant shunters, shunters, and drivers, provided 
they pass an examination in reading and writing, in the rules of the 
service, andin the technical management ofan engine. A night-school has 
been opened at Saidpur, the head-quarters of the Locomotive Superintendent 
of the Railway, but the attendance is not so satisfactory as it should be, and 
efforts are being made to improve it. 


Tirhoot and Patna-Gya State Railways.—There are four native shunters 
on these Railways—the same number asin 1881. Their pay averages from 
Rs. 20 to Rs, 22; no proper sy#tem has been adopted for training them, but 
they sre selected from the oldest and best firemen, and after they have proved 
themselves fit, they are employed as shunters. There are no native drivers on 
these lines, 

Calowiis and South-Eastern and Nalkati State Railways.—All the drivers 

n these lines are natives, and there are now eight so employed. Thev¥ are at 
ret tried as firemen, and when they have had sufficient experience in firing aro 
jptormted to shunjers and afterwards to drivers, provided they cals pass an 
examination in reading and writing and in the technical management of an 
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Resotvtion.—Although the scheme for the employment of natives as 
drivers and shunoters has not yet fully attained the usefulney.and economy 
to which it is capable of being extended, it is satisfactory to note that good 
pfogress has been made on the Northern Bengal, Calcutta and South-Eastern 
and Nathati State Railways—a result due to the personal exertions of the 
Locomotive Superintendent, Mr. Rendell. 

On the ,Tirhoot and Patna-Gya State Railways, notwithstanding the 
importance of the question and the recommendations which have more than 
onve been made to the Assistant Locomotive Superintendent, there has been no 
progress whatever, nor has any system for the training of natives yet been 
introduced, 

Experience has shown that, while native drivers and shunterscan be 
employed at far less pay than Europeans, they have been proved to be regular 
in their attendance, to give little trouble, and, provided they are efficiently 
supervised, to be as careful in the performance of their dutics as*most Euro- 
peans with similar length of service on the foot-plate. It is therefore desirable, 
except on mail or fast passenger trains, where special intelligence, judgment, 
physical power, stamina, and presence of mind are required, that for the suke 
of economy they should be employed to the fullest extent. 

Every effort should therefore be made to induce natives of a fairly good 
social standing to join the Locomotive Department of the State Railways 
in this province, with a view to their eventually becoming drivers; and as 
none should be chosen who cannot read and write, an incentive should be 
given by granting higher pay to those who are proficient in that respect. 
Night-schools should also be started wherever practicable, and they will receive 
the cordial support of Government.

A Local Government district 
might be entirely divided into elective wards, or one part might be so 
divided, the members for the other part being nominated by Government in 

the proportion of not more than one official to two non-oilicial members.

to ask that no time may be lost in preparing rough lists of the persons who would

No inquisitorial proceedings should of course ‘be held as regards ordinary a 
income.

If any system of election more 
consonant with native feeling should be suggested, it should receive your 
attention, Uniformity of procedure is neither necessary nor desirable; and 
as regards the natives of the country, the main object to be attained’ is not 
so much at present the representation of the masses, as the gradual training 
of the most capable and influential men in the community to a participation 
in the business of the part of the district in which their interest lies. Local 
knowledge of local affuirs should be a primary qualification for office; and from 


this point of view it is the Lieutenant-Governor’s hope'that not a few European 


gentlemen, resident in the interior and concerned in the development and 
progress of the country, will be willing to come forward as candidates for sests 
on the Local Boards. 

11. As regards the question of the appointment of the Chairmen of Local 
Boards, it is possible that in places difficulties may arise, such as have been 
alluded to in connection with municipalities. It must be noted, however, that, 
whereas the chief charge of a municipality cannot be divided, ‘the area of a 
Local Board need not be ‘identical with that of the sub-division.

12. Some of the powers to be entrusted to Local Boards have been 
enumerated in paragraphs 12 to 20 of my letter to the Government of India, 
No. 9214, dated 8th April. For the purpose of providing the means of im- 
‘proving drainage, water-supply, and sanitation, and to supplement for general 
ptrposes the funds to be definitely surrendered to them by Government, it 
Will be necessary to empower them to levy a local rate of which the proceeds will 
be credited, with their income from other sources, to the * Local District Fund.” 

‘e he Government of India suggest that, instead of making over to them fixed 
grants from the Provincial Revenues to supplement the receipts from pounds 
and ferries, and enable them to mvet the charges transferred to them, the 
Jicense-tax assessments and collections should be made over to them and to 
municipalities. These collections, however, would in many places, particu- 
larly én municipalities, largely exceed any charges that Government could 
transfer to them; and a share, to be fixed separately for each Board, is al] that 
could be surrendered. Your opinion is invited upon this point, with any 
suggestions that you may have to offerin regard to the Public Works Cess 
or other source of revenue. : 

13. Itisa part of the proposed scheme that Municipalities should be 
kept distinct from other Local Boards, as they are at present,and that there 
should be no general district council. Any new provisions that may be re- 
quired in regard to municipalities will be considered in connection with the 
amendment of the General Municipal Act. In view of the extensive powers to 
be entrusted to Local Boards, it appears very desirable to abolish many of the 
existing unions, especiaily in the Patna, Gya and Hooghly districts, and some 
perhaps of the smaller municipalities. It will be also necessary to make some 
special provision for the control and support of the zillah schools. The best 
arrangement would appear to be to appoint, in each case, a managing board, 
partly from the Municipal Commitice, and partly from the Local Board of the 
head-quarters sub-division. Where a local Government district is not created, 
the school will of course remain, as at present, under the District Committee. 
The contribution to be made in the first case by the municipality and each 
Local Board in the district, and in the second case by the municipality only, 
will be fixed every year by the Director of Public Instruction. Other questions 
between municipulities and adjoining Local Boards, such as tliose relating to 
ferries on the boundary, repairs, of highways leading to such ferries, or to 

' ferries just:inside or just outside municipal boundaries, and the like, must be 
+ settled between tire authorities concerned, a final reference lying to the. con- 
trolling bedy to be described in the next paragraph. 
~~». 14, The control which the Government of India propose to reserve to 
the executive quthorities is of two kinds—(1) sanction to certain acts; (2)

opinion is requestedon the first point. One matter in regard to which a 
controlling power should certainly be reserved is a limit of expenditure on

policy, by Government. This body would consist of specially selected repre- 


sentative members, adequately remunerated, with powers analogous to those of 
the Local Government Board in London. Similar lar powers are reserved to 
Government by section 318 of the Municipal Act, and these would be trans- 
ferred to the Central Board of control.

With this safeguard, which is necessary in England, and certainly cannot 


dispensed with in India, there is no reason why most of the Local Boards 
should not be elected and elect their own Chairmen. 
15. It seems to Mr. Rivers Thompson that, under the scheme which has 


_ just been sketched out, it should be possible to give a very practical effect to 


the policy of Local Self-Government. After the first ments had been 


concluded, Local Government districts would only be created and Local Boards 
- appointed, on the application of the people themselves, and after full enquiry 


to ascertain the presence of the two essential conditions of local interest and 
local knowledge. The elective system would only be introduced on the appli- 


_ cation of those entitled to vote, and no first election would be confirmed, 
unless a fair proportion of those qualified to voie actually voted, Local 


Boards would only be allowed to elect their own Chairmen if this was shown 
to be the public wish, and if it was considered otherwise desirable; while 
their own proceedings would be effectively supervised and controlled, though 
without undue interference, by the local executive officers and a representative 
Central Board. If wider liberties are possible in the future, they should be 


earned by the public spirit and loyal efforts of those whose co-operation the. 
Government now invites in the inauguration and development of a great.

Since 1873 the Department of Agriculture has taken much interest in the 
: subject of ramie and jute cultivation, the seeds of which were originally 
introduced by it into the country and extensively distributed in the Southern « 
States. 
Experiments were made in those States which proved that the cultivation 
and preparation of these fibres is practicable and profitable. ‘ 


Last year 1,500 packages of seed were distributed tothe farmers in Loui- 

siana, and reports have come in that the jute plant flourishes in every parish, 

wing in the alluvial soil to a height of 15 feet, and in the pine flats and on 
the hills to 10 and 12 feet. 

Now this is interesting to us, for all manufacturing countries have been 
dependent upon India for their eg ls jute. To the cotton planters in the 
Southern States jute cultivation will be of great use in the preservation of the 
cotton plant from insects. Again, the importance of this cultivation in this 
country is clear from the amount of sacking used in the grain and cotton trade, 
and which, I am confidently informed, is in the future going to be used for 
flour bags in the place of barrels.

“ At the recent Ohio Agricultural Convention, Mr. J. M. Allen, of Colum- 
bus, presented quite an array of interesting facts upon this subject. He has 
kindly sent me a synopsis of his paper, from which the following extract 
is taken :— 

“*In 1869 there were about 90 mills in operation, 14 of them 
bagging mills, running about 140 looms, Thirty-six of them were in Ohio, 
distributed through almost as many countries, giving employment to 
about 4,000 hands who receive some 200,000 dollars per annum in wages. 
These mills consumed early 30,000 tons of raw material, for which the 
farmers received about 1,500,000 dollars. ‘The operations of 1869 aggregated 
nearly 2,000,000 dollars, about all of which was direct. production.. The 
cotton crop of the country had to be bagged. In 1566 less than three- 
sixteenths of the cotton crop was covered with flax bagging, but such was the 
increase of production that in 1869 and 1570 quite three-fourths of it was 
thus ¢overed, leaving but one-fourth to be eovered by the foreign product. 
The flax crop had increased in the same period from 52,546 acres and 
12,000,000 pounds to 90,000 acres and 80,000,000 pounds of fibre, an 
increase of about 400 per cent. With proper encouragement and protection

- this increase could have been maintained for years to come. But in 1870 the ©

' The cleaned specimens of fibre you sent me are excellent, and indicate 
a good degree of progress in the treatment Of fibrous products, The inventor of 
a cheap and rapid means of disintegrating the fibre of hemp, jute, ramie,

industry. Such an inventor would be the Whitney of another deyelopment in 
textile wealth. It is a reproach to American ingenuity that an industry 
which in India ranks as fourth in productive value should be so insignificant 
in the United States.
